Body Wu» Watched for Fifteen 


Days After Death. 


There is an attendant at the Odd Fel- 


lows' cemetery whose duty it is to eater 
a vault there at brief intervals and look 
into the face of the dead. He has been 
doing this for several days and nights, 
and his vigil will continue till fifteen 
days have come and gone. He is per- 
forming the work in obedience to a wish 
expressed in the will of the late Mrs. 
Angnstine Perichon, a Frenchwoman 
who died in this city recently. Mrs. 
Perichon entertained a fear that it 
would be her lot to be bnried alive.. 
Bow she came, to dread this is told in 
the story of her life. 


She was born in Orleans, France, in 


1826. In 1848, when she was but twen- 
ty-two years of age, she came to this 
country and eoon thereafter was mar- 
ried in New York city. From early 
childhood she loved "to read tales of ro- 
mance and fiction, but nothing had a 
greater fascination for her than a story 
of some poor unfortunate, whose fate it 
was to be buried while in a trance. It 
is said that she accumulated the printed 
announcements of all the most horrible 
incidents of this kind that have been re- 
corded during the last half century. In 
1854 she crossed the continent to San 
Francisco. 


Two years after her arrival here she 


obtained a divorce from her husband, 
but soon married again. Her second 
husband died in 1858. Besides a few 
personal effects, she has left money and 
jewelry to the value of nearly $6,000, 
but she has no relative either in America 
or France to inherit from her, although 
during the last few years of her life she 
spent much time arid money in trying 
to trace some one descended from either 
her father or her mother's line. 


She directed in her will that after the 


doctors pronounced her dead her body 
should be placed in a coffin and then in 
the vault of the Odd Fellows' cemetery. 
The lid of the coffin should be BO ar- 
ranged that her face could be seen, and 
some one should be paid liberally to 
visit the vault and look upon it at brief 
intervals. This was to be kept up for 
fifteen days, during which time prepara- 
tions were to be made to place the body 
in its last resting place in the same ceme- 
tery. 


gome years ago Mrs. Perichon pur- 


chased a plot in that cemetery, and her 
will directs that a vault be built in it 
suitable for the reception of three bod- 
ies—her own and those of two friends. 
The exact dimensions of this grave are 
given, and an iron framework is to be 
placed at the bottom, upon which, side 
by side, the three coffins are to rest. Be- 
sides this, directions are given in regard 
to the headstones and thp epitaphs they 
shall bear, as well as minute details of 
matters of less importance. 


Of the two friends who are to share 


the grave with the remains of .Mrs. Peri- 
chon one is still living. No one seems to 
know why these two of the many who 
formed the circle of friends of the de- 
ceased should be singled out, and if Mrs. 
Perichon were living, her friends say, 
she would declare it to be no one's busi- 
ness but her own. The two are J. Bonde, 
a Frenchman, who died about five years 
ago, and whose body now lies in the Odd 
Fellows' cemetery, and William Weiss- 
mann, a German. The latter is seventy 
years of age and is an inmate of the Sol- 
diers' home at Santa Monica. He has 
been notified of the provisions in the 
will of his old friend.—San Francisco 
Examiner. 


The Record of the Fair Typewriter. 
One evening recently Miss Katherine 


V. Curry, of Syracuse, beat the rec- 
ord for fast typewriting, making 183 
perfect words in a minute. Miss Curry 
has been operating a typewriter for five 
years. Last summer she commenced to 
try speed work, and the other night 
succeeded in breaking the world's rec- 
ord. The highest sworn speed hereto- 
fore has been 172 words per minute. At 
the first trial Miss Curry wrote 172 
words, but some of them were not quite 
perfect. Then she tried to get 180 words 
in [a minute. The first trial showed 170 
words, with but one imperfect one 
among them. The second trial showed 
the requisite number, but with some im- 
perfections. The third trial, however, 
she managed to get 180 perfect words on 
the paper inside of sixty seconds. Then 
she attempted to beat her own record, 
and on the third trial made the unprece- 
dented speed of 182 perfect words in a 
minute. The speed was sworn to by the 
judges and timekeepers,—Utica (N. Y,) 
Observer.

The San Francitoo Bulletin says dis- 


patches note thtit a large force o£ men and 
fifty teams are at work grading a road that 
was first planned by Salt Luke men as a 
paaseogi-r ro/id to Salt Lake beaeb, sixteen 
miles nest of the city, but a change of base 
WA3 clreidai.) on only a few days ago. From 
the beach it is proposed to push the line 
into the Dsep Creek mineral district of 
White I'ine county, NUT., and thence on to 
California, but the precise route U yet as 
miaty as that of most new roads. 
Tbe 


route into the Deep Creek country, west- 
ward of Salt Lake, will oot-flct with the 
Murry road, a project already under way 
announced designs on all tbe low-grade ore 
districts of Central Nevada. 
A third road, 


beaded that way also, is tbe Tiutio branch, 
of tbe Bio Grande Western, a spur that 
leaves the muin line forty-four miles east 
of Salt Luke und runs southwesterly into 
the Tintio mining district. The aggressive 
Bio Graude Western directors have prao- 
tionlly decided to push out further West, 
and if the men once get in the field they 
will likely give all novices in railway con- 
struction a lively chase for the goal. 


AH these three proj-cts above named, 


leading from Salt Like over the Nevada, 
line, are of interest to Sau Fram inoaus just 


now, 
because any one of them may form 


an important link in the proposed chain of 
steel between San Francisco and Salt Lake. 
The enterprising business men and capital- 
ists of Salt Lake want a direct road (o the 
Pacific Coast metropolis. 
They want a 


new, direct, Western outlet, and they are 
moving heaven and earth to get what they' 
want. Never before have San Franciscans 
been so aroused to a similar pitch of feel- 
ing. 
There is oonnence that a line can b« 


built hence into Nevada. At tbe Nevada 
line, just east of the Beckworth pass, in 
Plumas county-, begins the railroad project 
of Cleveland and Baker, designed to carry 
the new road aproas Nevada. This is the 
project to which aid wag extended by tbe 
Nevada Legislature of 1890. 
The pro- 


visions of the Subsidy bill are good for five 
years only, consequently tbe railroad pro- 
moters are pushing matters that tbe valued 
privileges shall not lapse, Over tbe Ne? 
vadn line one of tbe three routes may be 
secured.

in the city at present is A. C. Cleveland of 
Nevada, the promoter of the 'cross-Nevada 
line.

WOMEN AS ORATORO. 


It I« ftilL-ttj Their I.»ok of Voice Th»t 


llAQilicupx Their Sne«e«*. 


It is not everybody who has yet grown 


up to tho idea that the female orator is 
an essential port of the social fabric, and 
yet we have her 6udde,nly with us and 
taking tbe prizes away from the sex that 
has hitherto enjoyed a practical monop- 
oly of tho oratorical arts and graces. It 
is not worth whiie to question the pro- 
priety of woman's appearance on the 
platform. As a matter of fact she ap- 
peared there some time ago, bnt as a 
apoaker, hardly as an orator in the 
proper sense. It has been several years 
now since the sight of a woman as a 
public speaker created even a ripple of 
emotion. She has been presiding gver 
and addressing temperance meetings 
and club gatherings, she has lectured to 
public assemblies, she has made political 
stump speeches, she has even preached 
sermons—all without arousing excite- 
ment or serious opposition. 


The fact is, women have "arrived* 


and the people who are slow to adjust 
themselves to tho situation are at a dis- 
advantage. It matters not whether pub- 
lic speaking is in their "sphere," women 
are making public speeches when occa- 
sion seems to call for them. Conven- 
tionalities and traditions, authorities 
and prejudices are all knocked in the 
head, to bo suro. Eveu St. Paul is dis- 
credited, but the women go serenely on 
—and it must bo acknowledged that no 
serious calamity has yet resulted. If 
they want to talk out in meeting they 
will talk, and it profits no man to say 
them nay. On tho contrary, there are 
several reasons why they should be en- 
couraged to excel. 


If woman will address hor fellow citi- 


zens from tho stage or the stump it is 
better that she should do it acceptably. 
Even the most ardent friends of ad- 
vanced woman, those who have kept her 
in sight in her rapid progress toward 
"emancipation," are obliged to confess 
to a frequent wish ^hat she wouldn't 
wlien she essays to electrify the multi- 
tude. She may be earnest and eloquent, 
she may be witty and wise, but as a 
rule she cannot speak. Her voice gets 
away from her, she is alternately shrill 
and husky; she shrieks when she would 
bo emphatic; she whispers hoarsely 
when she would persuade. 
Sensitive 


and sympathetic members of the audi- 
ence incline to crawl under the benches. 
She has, in short, a voice that was 
trained by ancestry and early environ- 
ments to domestic uses, and has not 
grown to tho requirements of a hall. 


Henceforth this will bo different. Col- 


leges recognize this lack and are pre- 
pared to remedy it. If any female stu- 
dents show oratorical talent or are am- 
bitious to become spellbinders, oppor- 
tunity shall be afforded them. 
The 


woman of the future, and of tho near 
future, who speaks in public on the stage 
may, 
if she likes, be the Daniel Webster, 


the'Henry Ward Beecher or the Chaun- 
coy M. Depew of her sex. Whether the 
young woman who so proudly bore the 
oratorical pennon from the male contest- 
ants of other Indiana colleges recently 
will choose to follow up her victory is 
not yet known, bnt if she does she will 
undoubtedly win renown.—Indianapolis 
Journal.

An Account of til* B»y« Wben CUrlnto- 


ph«r Columbus Played the Bole of a 
Plr»t«—How Ho Came to Bottle In XJ«- J 
bon—A Savage Battle at Sea. 
It is ono of those tales that illustrate 


ho manners of this croel age. Tho 
iirales had long been the scourge of the 
honest Venetian traders. 
Sometime*; 


hoy would disguise themselves as mer- 
•hanttnon trailing peacefully to Candia 
or wino, and then throwing off their 


sos, would prey upon all around 


hem. No mercy was sb^wn in these 
earful contests. Between the sea rob- 
x?rs and the merchants there was a 
asting and deadly hostility. It was to 
ho pirate class that the Columbi be- 
onged, and of all tho corsairs of the 
day thoy were the most renowned. The 
elder Columbus had apparently lain in 
wait in vain for tho rich fleet that sailed 
rearly to tho north. But he had a son, 
mown as Columbus Junior, who fol- 
,owed tho name profession and whoso 
true name was Nicolo Griego, or Nich- 
olas tho Greek. He at last succeeded in 
tho project which his father had BO long 
essayed in vnin. The prize was n tempt- 
ing one to the bold buccaneers. Tho 
Flanders galleys with their freight were 
valuod at 200,000 ducats—perhaps $2,000,- 
000—and would have proved an immense 
fortune to the, captors could thoy have 
retained the spoil. 
In 1485 tho galleys were equipped with 


unusual care. We havo the decree of 
the senate under which thoy set sail. 
The Doge Giovanni Monconigo appoints 
the noble Bartolomeo Miuio captain, 
with a salary of 000 ducats. Four gieat 
galleys are provided, and to each cap- 
tain a bounty of 3,500 golden ducats is 
promised upon their safe return to Ven- 
ice. This money was to bo paid out of 
the tax on the Jews, and calls up anew 
Shakespeare's unreal picture; it ia plain 
that the merchants of Venice were the 
true Shylocks of the time. A medical 
man was assigned to the fleet; his salary 
was only nine ducats a month. 


Minute rules are given for the con- 


duct of the expedition. The freight is 
to be paid to the state. No deckloads 
of tin or pewter ware are allowed, no 
currants nor molasses are to be stored 
in the hold. Two galleys were to go to 
London or the English ports, tho rest to 
Stays or Bruges. On their passage they 
might touch at Malaga and other port" 
in Spain; on their return a ship was de- 
tached to trade with the Mohammedans 
along the Barbary shore. The Vene- 
tians were too keen tradero not to find 
profitable markets even in the lands of 
the infidel. 
The Columbi or the Griegos were at 


last to seize their prize. They watched 
with seven ships—powerful, no doubt, 
and well equipped—off tho Spanish coast 
to intercept tho fleet of Bartolomeo 
Minio. Tho commander of the pirates 
was Nicolo Griego, the son, we are told, 
of the elder Columbus. His father had 
disappeared from sight. But with him 
in tho pirate ships was another Colum- 
bus, the future discoverer and admiral 
of the Indies. In his "Life" Fernando 
Columbus boasts of his father's share in 
this famous engagement—famous be- 
cause it led to the settlement of Colum- 
bus at Lisbon, his marriage and his fu- 
ture exploits. 


Ho was nowjji man of at least fifty, 


hardened by thirty-six years of ceaseless 
adventure. What position ho held in 
the pirate fleet, whether as commander 
or seaman, his son docs not tell. We 
only know that he served under his 
relative, Columbus or Griego, and that 
ho fought with desperate energy in the 
famous sea fight of Capo St. Vincent, 


Tho corsairs, or Columbi, approached 


their prey in the evening. Thoy waited 
all night on the still Atlantic, and in 
the morning rushed upon tile Venetians. 
It was seven, perhaps eight, ships against 
four. 
The galleys were heavy laden 


and unmanageable compared to their 
swift assailants. The Columbi had evi- 
dently resolved to inako sure of their 
prey. They sailed under the French 
flag, and may have been fitted out in 
Genoa. It was the custom of the pirates, 
it seems, to assume false colors. But 
dreadful was the contest and fierce the 
fight that raged all day, aa Colurnbua 
had told his son, on tho tranquil sea— 
tho scene, nearly four centuries later, of 
tho battle of St. Vincent—and his narra- 
tive is confirmed by the Venetian ar- 
chives. The four great galleys under 
Bartolomeo Minio defended themselves 
with unf ailing courage. 


From tho first to tho twentieth hour 


they beat off their savage assailants. 
The ships grappled with each other and 
fought hand to hand. They used, wo 
are told, artificial fire, and the pirates 
fastened their ships to the galleys by 
hooks, and iron chains. Then, no doubt, 
they boarded and vrere at last success- 
ful, 
And then Fernando Colon relates 


the romantic Incident that led, ho thinks, 
to the discovery of a new world. The 
ship in -which bis father fought was 
lashed by chains and hooks to a great 
Venetian galley. The Venetians seem 
to havo set Columbus' ship on fire. Tho 
v. B. Oo»nn. flames consumed both vessels. The only 


resource loft to the survivors was to leap 
into the sea, 
Columbus, an excellent swimmer, 


seized an oar that floated near him, and 
partly resting on it and partly swimming, 
sustained himself in the water. He knew 
that be was about six miles from the land, 
the coast of Portugal, and made his way 
toward it. Wearied, half inanimate, he 
was dashed upon the shore. He had 
much difliculty in reviving himself. 
But he was near Lisbon and made his 
•way, a shipwrecked, penniless seaman, 
to the Portuguese capital.—Eugene Law- 
rence in Harper's.
